On Thursday evening, January 2fi, 
liHJH, the Presbyterian church of this 
city celebrated the fiftieth anniversary 
of its organi/.aton in asocial reunion of 
the member 
and their friends, at 
which there were tully 200 present. 
The exercises were under the direc­ 
tion of.ithe pastor, Rev. S. S. Cryor. 
In the entire life of this church it 
has had but four pastors: 
Dr. W. W. 
Harsha, whose earthly remains rest in 
our Oakwood cemetery; 
Dr. 
F. <7 
Sickels. who minstered to tiie church 
for 33 years, and who then retired 
from the ministry on account of his 
affliction: Rev. A.JB.Bickenbach, now 
of Sandwich, and the present pastor, 
Dr. Cryor. 
The three last were all 
present at the reunion. 
The program was opened with the 
singing of an anthem, “ Come Unto 
Me,” by an old folks’ quartet, com­ 
posed of Messrs. A. J. Brubaker and 
D. B. Raymond and Mesdames Eliza 
Ftley and E. C, Sickels, with Mrs. 
George Steel as piano accompanist. 
The music was under the direction of 
Prof. A. H. Stoddard. 
Mrs. E. C. Sickels gave a most inter­ 
est mg talk£ of the early days of the 
church, which she was abundantly able 
to do, coming here as the young wife 
of the then new pastor in 1802. 
She 
spoke of the church’s organization on 
January *2u, 1853, with ten members, 
not one of I whom is now living. 
She 
spoke very feelingly of her husband's 
predecessor, the first pastor. 
Rev. 
Harsha, who came here in j *5,7 to 
establish an educational institution, 
and ministered to the church until tie 
went into the army| in 1*P2. 
She re­ 
verted to the change.*, in membership 
and to the gradual and steaiy growth 
in the church during all the years of 
the past, paying many;tributesofiaffee- 
j tionate regard to those who were acti ve 
in the work and have gone to their re j 
ward of rest. 
She quoted largely i 
from a serrnon of her husband’s de­

by stating how «.h* became interested 
in the early history of Dixon through 
her connection with Mrs. E ( .

umbian Exposition. Her paper, which 
was a most excellent one, was inter­ 
spersed t hroughout by extemporaneous 
side remarks as new thoughts suggest 
ed
